In an account of the coronation of Pope Pius XI, in the 
New York “World,” Feb. 11, 1921, we read: “The tiara is 
held to be symbolical of the Pope’s sovereignty, and is cus- 
tomarily placed upon his head at the coronation by the 
second Cardinal deacon, with the words: ‘Receive the tiara, 
adorned with three crowns, and know that thou art Father 
of Princes and Kings, Ruler of the World, Vicar of our 
Saviour Jesus Christ.” 


Vatican Agents the Same the World Over 


A press despatch to the “Globe,” March 26th, from Wel- 
lington, N. Z., said: “The Government has decided to prose- 
cute Mgr. Liston, Catholic bishop of Auckland, on a charge 
of having made seditious utterances during a recent speech. 
It is alleged that he denounced the British troops in Ireland 
as ‘foreign troops.’ He was glorifying the Easter rebellion 
in Ireland, and is said to have declared that the Irish were 
martyrs and proud to die for their country, murdered by 
foreign troops.” When our own Government and the Brit- 
ish Government, too, shall awake to the fact that the alien- 
allegianced priests of Rome put the interests and purposes of 
their Papal masters first, and only obey our laws in so far 
as doing so does not conflict with the claims of their “spirit- 
ual” allegiance the better it will be for all concerned. 


Even Spain Sees Parochial School Peril 

Concerning the conflict over religious instruction in Span- 
ish schools “La Libertad” asserts, says a press dispatch from 
Madrid to the New York “Times,” March 27th: “Spain 
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alone possesses this archaic problem, and that the reason it 
exists is because nobody has had the courage hitherto to pro- 
claim civil sovereignty in matters of education; consequently 
for years a sort of tacit armistice has existed. The presence 
of Cesar Silio as the new Minister of Instruction, according 
to the newspapers, has given occasion for renewal of the con- 
flict, which can be terminated only by victory of civic power.” 
The editorial concludes by saying Spain must now decide the 
question of clerical authority in the schools once for all. 

Unfortunately the Spanish paper is mistaken in one par- 
ticular. While it is true that the Roman priests do not yet 
control the education of this nation, they are being allowed 
to bring up millions of children to give the domination of 
their lives into the hands of the official agents of an alien 
priest whose political doctrines are diametrically opposed to 
those of this Government. 


Where Pope Benedict Did Place His Trust 

In our March issue we wrote of the way in which Catholi- 
cism and its teachings failed to satisfy the heart or brighten 
the life of Pope Benedict XV, especially as manifested by his 
declaration to the Bishop of Bergamo that “to no man is it 
given to be truly happy in this life,” as also by his request 
to Cardinal Sili to “recommend” him “to the Virgin of Pom- 
peii.” The New York “Tribune” of March 4th published the 
essential paragraphs of his will, one of which begins thus: 
“Having invoked the Divine aid, and putting my trust in the 
intercessions of the Most Holy Virgin and of Saints Joseph, 
Peter, Paul, James and Benedict, I accept, even to the hour 
of my death that moment,’ etc, etc. As compared with the 
“intercessions” of the persons mentioned above, the “sand” 
on which the foolish builder erected his house, in our Lord’s 
parable, was as granite, for it had at least a real existence, 
whereas in neither Reason nor Revelation can be found any 
suggestion of even the existence of the phantoms of the im- 
agination in which the unfortunate Pope said he put his trust.

Our readers will be glad to learn of the formation of the 
above society the programme of which is virtually identical 
with that of Christ’s Mission. “The New York Times” (April 
6) devoted more than a column to the matter and quoted from 
a circular put out by the secretary, Rev. J. A. Davis, 113 
Fulton Street, New York. Among the names of the charter 
members will be found those of three of the Trustees of the 
Mission, and of Bishop Burt, who was a firm friend of Father 
©’Connor and who several times spoke from our platform. 

The following paragraphs are from the circular: 

“The objects of this society are to defend and promote 
Evangelical Christianity in co-operation with evangelical 
churches, and to defend American democracy against the en- 
croachments of Papal Rome. This movement is designed to 
be nation-wide and international. It is to be a fight absolutely 
in the open, and its work will be constructive rather than de- 
structive. It is to be a sustained and permanent effort, work- 
ing through the various evangelical bodies of this country; 
and it is the purpose of the organizers to fight the Romanist 
evil in three practtcal ways, as follows: 

“1. By intensive evangelism throughout the length and 
breadth of the country. 

“2. By pitiless publicity, showing the Roman hierarchy up 
to the American public, including their own members. 

“3. By combating them in a political way along the lines 
employed by the Anti-Saloon League. 

“This movement has been inaugurated during the past few 
weeks, and there are a number of well-known men who are 
identified with this movement as ‘charter members.’ Only 
men of the highest character and influence are desired as 
‘charter members,’ and as soon as 100 or more have been 
enrolled we will then elect officers and begin operations. 
Among those who have become charter members are: 

“Dr. David James Burrell, Marble Collegiate Church, New 
York; Bishop William Burt, Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Buffalo, N. Y.; Dr. John Roach Straton, Calvary Baptist 
Church, New York; Judge Gilbert O. Nations, Allen W. 
Johnston, author of ‘The Roman Catholic Bible and the 
Roman Catholic Church,’ Schenectady, N. Y.; Dr. Robert 
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Stuart MacArthur, President of the Baptist World Alliance; 
the Rey. Edwin D. Bailey, Prospect Heights Presbyterian 
Church, Brooklyn; Dr. Curtis Lee Laws, Watchman and 
Examiner, New York; Dr. Frank M. Goodchild, Central 
Baptist Church, New York; the Rev. Oscar M. Voorhees, 
General Secretary of Phi Beta Kappa; John W. Ripley, 50 
Church Street, New York; the Rev. J. A. Davis and others.” 

Accompanying the letter was the manifesto, with cover in 
red, white and blue. Its top line is, “A Movement to Save 
America and the World from the Perils of Romanism.” It says: 

“The Roman Catholic Church is the outstanding peril to 
America and the world. It has always claimed a ‘divine 
right’ to rule the world, both religiously and politically, and 
since the war it has engaged in a desperate effort to make 
good its claim. Its intrigues have been directed mainly 
against Great Britain and the United States. * * * 

“It is well known that the Roman Catholics have deter- 
mined to ‘make America Catholic,’ if possible; to create 
hostility between the United States and Great Britain, in 
order to prevent the close co-operation of Protestant 
countries; to undermine our public school system in the in- 
terest of parochial schools, where Romanism may be taught; 
to rewrite American history in the interest of the papacy, and 
thus to poison the minds of even Protestant children; to 
secure strategic positions in our Governments for the in- 
crease of Roman power and the furtherance of Roman 
designs.” 

Dr. Burrell’s secretary gave out this statement: 

“The Evangelical Protestant Association of America is an 
association with only one purpose. That purpose is to make 
known the truth as it is in Jesus Christ. It denies the claim 
of the Roman Catholic Church that Jesus Christ gave pleni- 
potentiary power to the Apostle Peter or to successors of 
Peter as Popes to govern the whole Church of Jesus Christ. 
It does not seek to antagonize members of the Roman Church, 
whether they be its people or its priests. It is composed of 
men and women who seek peace and desire a union of all 
in Jesus Christ according to His gospel. It is not a secret 
society. There are no degrees.” 
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“THE BEST FRIEND OF THE FLAG” 


In the Jesuit paper, “America,” March 11, 1922, the first 
sentence of the first editorial reads: 

“Of all the religious organizations of the country, the 
Catholic Church is, and always has been, the best friend of 
the Flag.” 

The writer does not give any particulars as to what he 
means by “the Flag.” If, however, he means to assert that 
his Church has been a friend of the nation itself and its funda- 
mentals, the statement is distinctly contrary to fact, because 
the said fundamentals have been expressly condemned by two 
Popes of our own day, Pope Leo XIII declaring in the En- 
cyclical “Immortale Dei” (1885) that government of the peo- 
ple, by the people, for the people; liberty of conscience, liberty 
of worship, liberty of the press, liberty of teaching, separation 
of Church and State, and the exclusion of clerical influence 
from public education, drive the Church into an “unrightful 
position.” (“Great Encyclical Letters of Pope Leo XIII,” 
Benziger Bros, New York, 1903. Imprimatur of Archbishop 
Farley.) 

The precise text of the sections to which we refer was 
published in full in the issue of this Magazine for February, 
1921. 

Furthermore, on page 132 of the volume quoted from, 
Pope Leo says: 


“First and foremost it is the duty of all Catholics worthy 
of the name and wishful to be known as most loving children 
of the Church to reject without swerving whatever is incon- 
sistent with so fair a title, to make use of popular institutions, 


so far as can honestly be done, for the advancement of truth 
and righteousness; to strive that liberty of action shall not 
transgress the bounds marked out by nature and the law of 
God ; to endeavor to bring back all civil society to the pattern 
and form of Christianity which we have described.” 


Any Catholic, therefore, priest or layman who does not 
endeavor to undermine the American institutions condemned 
by the Pope, is not “worthy of the name,” according to the 


standards set by the Vatican. 
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Dr. Belford, “Friend of the Flag.” 


In February, 1919, the Rev. Dr. Belford, pastor of the 
Church of the Nativity, Brooklyn, N. Y., manifested the quality 
of his “Americanism” by the following editorial against pro- 
hibition, the Eighteenth Amendment having been ratified by 
Nebraska, the thirty-sixth State, on January 16th. It appeared 
in his parish paper, “The Mentor.” The veracity of some 
parts is of about the same quality as the friendship to the 
Flag of the whole. It reads: 





This iniquitous law is here, and it looks as if it was 
here to stay for a long time. It is the worst invasion of 
personal liberty the world has ever seen. It is not the 
will of the American people. It is the will of a small mi- 
nority of narrow-minded bigots, who have availed them- 
selves of a weak spot in the Constitution and forced upon 
the majority.a law which is as iniquitous as it is odious. 
It is an unjust law. No one is bound to obey it. No one 
should have the least scruple about evading it, breaking 
it, or destroying it. 

How, you will ask, could such a law be enacted? It 
owes its existence to a band of fanatical thugs and black- 
mailers. They have held up legislators as truly as ever 
a highwayman held up his victim. They have brow- 
beaten, bulldozed, threatened and frightened men into 



















supporting a measure which every decent man loathes 
and every honest man despises. 

They hired hundreds of spies, detectives and investi- 
gators, put them on the track of every legislator who 
would not promise to support their iniquitous measure, 
and then, when they had crawled through the sewers and 
strained the cesspools of scandal, they produced their 
vile evidence and made the victim deliver his vote or ac- 
cept the infamy of exposure. 

Then they bought others with votes. For the one leg- 
islator who really believes in prohibition there are at 
least two who neither believe in nor practise it. Let us 
hope that these modern Manichees. who have procured 
this infamous legislation will now proceed to make it as 
odious as possible. Give them all the spies they can use; 
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let them choose their inspectors, detectives and agents, 
give them the right to enter any house, at any hour and 
search for hidden liquor; allow them on sight to destroy 
anything that looks like liquor. Then let us see how 
long the American people will stand them. Smaller things 
than this have brought on revolutions. Talk about 
America being “The land of the free and the home of the 
brave!” This band of vipers has made it “The land of 
the freak and the home of the knave.” 








In his day Dr. Phelan, the editor of “The Western Watch- 
man,” St. Louis, was the dean of the Papal press propagan- 
dists. One of his chief merits was that he never held back 
from setting forth what might be termed “the real Rome.” 
Unlike Cardinal Gibbons and Archbishop Ireland, he never 
attempted to make it appear that the Vatican had any sym- 
pathy with American ideas of civil and religious liberty. In- 
deed, from some of their utterances one might get the impres- 
sion that it was possible to be an equally good vassal of the 
Vatican and believer in American political institutions. Of 
course, many Catholics are very good Americans (where the 
interests of their Church are not directly involved, anyway), 
but in proportion as they are, they fall below 100 per cent. 
Vatican standards. 

In regard to the “friendship” of the Church for the “Flag,” 
it is well to bear in mind this passage from a sermon by Dr. 
Phelan, published in the St. Louis “Western Watchman” 
of June 27, 1912: 

“We Are Catholics First.” 


“Tell us that we think more of the Church than we do of 
the United States; of course, we do! Tell us we are Catholics 
first and Americans or Englishmen afterwards; of course, we 
are! Tell us, in the conflict between the Church and the civil 
Government we take the side of the Church; of course, we 
do! Why, if the Government of the United States were at 
war with the Church we would say to-morrow to H with 
the Government of the United States, and if the Church and 
all the Governments of the world were at war we would say, 
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to H—— with all the Governments of the world. They say 
we are Catholics first and Americans decidedly afterwards. 
There is no doubt about it. We are Catholics first, and we 
love the Church more than we love any and all the Govern- 
ments of the world; and we love the Church more than we 
love our fathers and our mothers; we love the Church more 
than we love our own children. 

“I love the people of America; I love the people of every 
nation; I glory in their loyalty; but let the Governments of 
the world steer clear of the Catholic Church; let the emperors, 
let the kings, and the presidents not come into conflict with 
the head of the Catholic Church. Because the Catholic 
Church is everything to all the Catholics of the world; they 
renounce all national ties when there is a question of loyalty 
to her. And why is it the Pope is so strong? Why is it that 
in this country, where we have only seven per cent. of the 
population, the Catholic Church is so much feared? She is 
loved by all her children and feared by everybody. 


“The Pope is the Ruler of the World.” 

“Why is it that the Pope is such a tremendous power? 
Why, the Pope is the ruler of the world. All the emperors, 
all the kings, all the princes, all the presidents of the world 
to-day are as these altar boys of mine. The Pope is the ruler 
of the world. Why? Because he is the ruler of the Catholics 
of the world, the Catholics of all the world, and the Catholics 
of all the world would die for the rights of the Pope. He is 
the head of the Church, and they would die for the Church. 
And the Church is the Church of Jesus Christ, and they need 
not have any misgivings on that score; there need be no mis- 
conceptions there—the Catholics of the world are Catholics 
first and always; they are Americans, they are Germans, they 
are French, or they are English afterwards.” 

The great purpose in life of the official Vatican agents 
here is to “make America Catholic ;” and while they may think 
themselves the best friends “of the Flag” by bringing the na- 
tion under the power of the Vatican, that view will not be 
shared by any person who believes in the principles set forth 
by the pact signed on the “Mayflower,” or the political doc- 
trines which form the foundations of this Government. 
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MORE RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE VIRGIN MARY 


A Paris dispatch to the “New York Herald,” March 18th, 
said: “The Virgin Mary is declared the patron saint of France, 
and Joan of Arc, now Saint Joan, the secondary patron saint, 
in Pope Pius’ order concerning France, published to-day in 
the Catholic organs.” 

In our issue for November, 1921, was published the last 
part of a story of the disastrous end of the Italian Republic 
of Siena at the hands of the Emperor, Charles V, in spite of 
the fact that that city had not merely officially put itself un- 
der the special protection of the Virgin, but had actually 
created her its feudal “lord.” Readers were also reminded 
that in 1760 the Spanish Government placed all its South 
American colonies in her keeping, in spite of which every 
single one of them was lost within fifty years, while the influ- 
ence of the Virgin proved insufficient to retain Brazil for 
the King of Portugal. Some years ago the Papal hierarchy 
here placed the United States in her charge, and now the new 
Pope has assigned to her the task of caring for the needs of 
the French people. Pope Pius has apparently demoted St. 
Joan of Arc to second place—in our opinion a somewhat haz- 
ardous step, because the latter, in her life-time, undoubtedly 
rendered to the French nation really tangible services, while 
it takes a kind of faith very closely bordering on credulity 
to believe that “the Blessed Virgin” has ever done anything 
for France at all. We certainly have not heard, or read, even, 
from Roman sources of any benefit that this country has 
derived from being placed in her care. Nor do we believe that 
we ever shall. 

So far as the French nation is concerned a curious com- 
mentary on the Papal appointment of the Virgin Mary as its 
patron saint was that, nine days later, an N. C. W. C. News 
Service despatch to the Brooklyn “Tablet,” from Paris said: 
“Thieves have broken into the church of the famous monas- 
tery of Laguet, near Nice, and have stolen the most valuable 
of the jewels and ornaments which adorned the miraculous 
statue of the Madonna. Among the valuable objects taken 
were a pear! necklace, a gold chain and cross and several rings 
set with diamonds. The theft was committed during the night 
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by automobile robbers. No trace of the thieves has yet been 


found. The oratory of Notre-Dame de Laguet, situated in 
the territory of Eze, one of the most aristocratic Winter re- 


sorts of the French Riviera, attracts many pilgrims. <A 
miracle occurred there in 1652, when the Virgin appeared 
several times in the semblance of a Madonna surrounded by 
a blaze of sunlight.” 

A repetition of this “miracle” while the thieves were busy 
on the statue of the Madonna might have saved much jewelry. 


ROMAN MISLEADING PROPAGANDA 

In “Our Sunday Visitor” (March 19th), a paper which 
claims to have two millions of readers every week, in dealing 
with the matter of church attendance, we read that “the serv- 
ices of the Catholic Church are thronged Sunday by Sunday 

. not because preaching is featured, and certainly not be- 
csuse the people are forced to attend.” No definition was 
given of the word “forced,” but a glance at the Baltimore 
Catechism supplies a reason that amounts to the same thing. 

On p. 12, Question 53 reads: How many kinds of actual sin 
are there?” Answer: “There are two kinds of actual sin— 
mortal and venial.” 

Question 54: “What is a mortal sin?’ Answer: “Mortal 
sin is a grievous offense against the law of God.” 

Question 55: “Why is this sin called mortal?” Answer: 
“This sin is called mortal because it deprives us of spiritual 
life, which is sanctifying grace, and brings everlasting death 
and damnation to the soul.” 

On p. 66 we read that the first of the six “chief command- 
ments of the Church” is “to hear Mass on Sundays and holy 
days of obligation.” 

Question 390 reads: “Is it a mortal sin not to hear Mass 
on a Sunday or a holy day of obligation?” Answer: “It is a 
mortal sin not to hear Mass on a Sunday or a holy day of ob- 
ligation unless we are excused for a serious reason.” 

For people who really believe the teaching thus set forth, 
if absence from Mass really constitutes an offense that will 
bring “everlasting death and damnation to the soul” it is 
manifest that this belief constitutes in itself compulsion. 
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The Gospel in the Douay (Catholic) Bible

“Search the Scriptures, for you think in them to have 
life everlasting: and the same are they that give tes- 
timony of Me.”—John 5: 39. 


After this many of his disciples went back; and walked 
no more with him. 

Then Jesus said to the twelve: Will ye also go away? 

And Simon Peter answered him: Lord, to whom shall we 
go? thou hast the word of eternal life—John 6: 67, 68. 


In the February issue of this Magazine was a review of a 
book, entitled “Gods,” that must be taken as representing the 
effect of the reaction against the teachings of the Roman 
Church upon a writer, who would seem to have gone, in search 
of the real “truth” of religion, to a number of different groups 
of people professing a great variety of opinions about spirit- 
ual things, and to have failed to find anything among them 
all to satisfy the needs of his soul. And when the reader gets to 
the end of the book the “hero” seems as far from having 
found the object of his quest as he was at the beginning.. 

And the writer of this book is doubtless only a repre- 
sentative of many thousands of Catholics everywhere who 
have not thrown off the yoke of the Church and gone out 
to swell the numbers of the more than thirty millions of 
“lapsed” Catholics in this country. 

To all such of our Catholic friends-we would say, “Behold 
the Lamb of God, behold Him that taketh away the sin of the 
world.” (John 1: 28.) 

Salvation is to be found in Christ Himself, and in Christ 
alone. There is no salvation in any man-made organization, 
or man-made ceremonies, or in any man-made “creed,” either 
that of Pope Pius IV, or of any religious body. These may 
have a certain value in certain directions, but none of them 
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have any power to reconcile the soul to God, or to deliver 
the soul from either the guilt or the power of sin. 

3ut Christ has the “words of eternal life” as truly to-day 
as when the Apostle Peter spoke the words quoted above; 
and He is not a dead Christ on a crucifix or in a picture, but 
He is alive for evermore—alive to-day, and strong to deliver 
you from anything and everything from which you wish to 
escape, and mighty to save all who come unto God by HIM 
—not by the Virgin Mary, or “saints” or priests of any rank, 
or any “Church” of any kind. 

The sense of sin—the consciousness of having incurred 
the wrath of God by transgression of His holy law—is uni- 
versal in the human race, and there is only one way of es- 
cape from it, and that is by accepting Christ as your personal 
Saviour, by a definite transaction with Him. In His talk 
with the woman of Samaria at Jacob’s well our Lord said: 
“He that shall drink of the water that I will give him shall 
not thirst forever.” Manifestly no man can receive the spirit- 
ual “water” without a close approach to the Master, and the 
acceptance of the precious gift at His hands. 

There are thousands of Catholics who have been, for many 
vears, fulfilling all the commands of their Church, and among 
other things, going continually to confession and receiving 
absolution. And to-day they are as much under a sense of 
condemnation for sin as ever—in many cases to their great 
chagrin, if not discouragement. 

The great trouble with these pious people is that they 
have been going to their Church for “living waters” instead 
of to our blessed Lord. Father O’Connor used to say that 
his greatest accusation against the Roman Church was that 
it thrust the Virgin Mary, and “saints” and the Pope, and 
forms and ceremonies and itself between the people and 
Christ, so that, as a whole, they could, in many cases, not 
see Christ Himself at all, and in others, they could not push 
their way past all the barriers placed in their path. 

But there is no salvation in any religious body or any re- 
ligious leader, or even in any religious cult, except in so far 
as that cult helps the soul to understand God’s plan of salva- 
tion as set forth in the Bible and to accept the invitation of 
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Christ to “come to” Him and test His promise to “refresh” 
all who would do so. 

[t is doubtful if in the whole history of the world there were 
ever so many false prophets and teachers of so many false 
systems of philosophy and false schemes for making people 
happy. And it is more or less a matter of common knowledge 
that the failure of the Roman Church to really satisfy the 
soul needs of its people causes large numbers of Catholics to 
be attracted to these teachers in the hope of finding what 
their Church has failed to give them. 

But the words of the Apostle Peter are still as true as 
when he said them: “Thou hast the word of eternal life.” 
Also, His is the only word, and in Him alone is salvation 
from the power and dominion of sin to be obtained. 

And the way—although not by any means easy, in many 
cases—is simple enough to be understood by even any child 
of ordinary intelligence. The steps may be described as: 1. 
Approach to Christ—praying to Him direct—without any re- 
course to saints or angels or the Virgin Mary, or any priest 
of any rank. 2. Confession of sin—not a long detailed list, 
such as the priest demands—but simply a confession that 
there has been sin in the past, and that in the present sin has 
dominion. 3. The bringing up the will to its extreme point 
to immediately cease doing those things that have brought 
the condemnation of conscience in the past. While that will 
not be sufficient to bring peace to the soul it will constitute 
the kind of repentance that when declared will bring the 
mighty divine power of Christ down to meet that effort of 
the will and supply the needed strength to bring victory over 
sin. 4. The exercise of faith—to BELIEVE that Jesus Christ 
does then and there fulfil His promise to “refresh” you by 
forgiving all the sins of the past, and that having done this 
He “will be with” you “to the end of the age” as He prom- 
ised His apostles just before He returned to Heaven. His- 
tory tells us that Peter and the rest of the apostles made 
no mistake in their choice—and more than that, that their 
choice and the events that followed from it have been the 
means of leading countless millions into the light and joy 
of the salvation that our blessed Lord purchased for all men 
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—once for all—on the Cross of Calvary. But He is not there 
now; He is alive for evermore, and is both willing and able 
to do for you, dear reader, precisely what He told the woman 
of Samaria He would do for all who came to Him for the 
“living water” He came to earth to give to all mankind. 


“SOME PROTESTANTS AWAKE” 


In our last issue, under this caption, we referred to a let- 
ter published in the Jesuit paper “America” signed by Eugene 
Woodhams, which said that a group of men prominent in the 
Protestant Church had a plan under consideration of “com- 
bating the strong program of the Roman Church, which in- 
cludes making America Catholic.” This letter gave a list of 
names, which we quoted. The issue of “America” for April 
lst contains long letters from Dr. Coxhead and Dr. Chas. F. 
MacFarland denying their connection with the scheme 
described; and an editorial note says that Mr. Millar, Coun- 
cil of Churches, “repudiated Woodhams over the phone.” 
There is one paragraph in Dr. MacFarland’s letter which will 
receive the hearty concurrence of all who realize the actual 
present menace to the nation of the Papal Peril: 

“The people of America would, and do, condemn all un- 
derhand and unethical schemes for building up religious in- 
stitutions, and whether they be by Protestant or Catholic 
makes no difference.” 

The only point for criticism is the use of the word “do” 
before “condemn.” If the “people of America” did 
really “condemn” in practise the “underhanded and unethical 
schemes” of the Roman hierarchy in practise, not a dollar of 
Protestant money would ever be given to any institution under 
Papal control, not a Protestant child would ever be sent to a 
convent for instruction in anything, and not a Catholic teacher 
would ever be allowed to teach in a public school. It is a great 
pity that the words “do condemn” are hardly in line with the 
actual facts of the case, though we doubt not that he wrote 
them in all good faith. 
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“ARE PROTESTANTS RIGHT?” 


This is the title of a booklet of ninety pages by Pastor 
G. F. MacFaul, M.A., pastor of the French Baptist Church, 
Ottawa, Canada, and consists of a series of lectures delivered 
at Christ’s Mission during the months of March and April, 
1920. The topics are six in number. The Pope as the head 
of the Church; Confession of Sin to a Priest; The Doctrine 
of the Mass; Purgatory; Praying to Mary and the Saints; the 
Claims of the Roman Church to be Regarded as the Infallible 
Interpreter of the Bible. 

Those who heard Dr. MacFaul deliver any of these dis- 
courses do not need to be reminded of either their matter or 
the manner of their delivery. And the same positive, con- 
cise, convincing authoritative tone runs through all these 
printed pages, which are virtually devoid of any rhetoric; or, 
indeed, any comment. Question, answer, fact and supporting 
authorities follow each other in close order, with the result 
that the reader would have to go far to find an equal amount 
of unassailable material packed into such a small compass. 

There are, however, a few up-to-date stories interspersed 
through the booklet, one of the best of which is on pp. 49, 50. 
It seems that a French Canadian decided to see if he could 
obtain a receipt for money paid to a priest to deliver a soul 
from Purgatory, and accordingly called upon Father Conrad, 
of the Capuchin Order, Ottawa, who said that the charge for 
getting the applicant’s brother out of Purgatory would be fif- 
teen dollars. “Can’t you do it any cheaper than that for a 
poor man?” “No, I cannot do it for any less; it is a heavy 
undertaking.” The man handed the priest the sum demanded 
and received the following receipt (the original being in the 
possession of Dr. MacFaul): 


“Parish Saint Francois d’Assise, 
“Ottawa, March 28, 1910. 
“Received from Mr. Moise Duchesne the sum of fifteen 
dollars for thirty masses for the soul of Baptiste Duchesne in 
Purgatory—$15. P Conrad O. M. Cap.” 
While writing the receipt the priest kept saying in a sym- 
pathetic tone, “Poor man! Poor man!” 
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Thirty days later the man wrote to the priest asking if 
the masses had been said, and if his brother was out of Pur- 
gatory. He received the following reply, dated May 3, 1910: 
“The Gregorian Masses began the day after you gave me the 
$15. I hope the dear deceased has felt the good effects of 
them.” Mr. Duchesne was very angry when he got this reply, 
and said to Dr. MacFaul, “The priest did not say he was out 
of Purgatory.” To which the reply was: “Do you think any 
intelligent priest would say he was out? He does not know 
whether he ever went there.” 

As a matter of fact, the said brother was not even dead, 
and was living in no worse a place than Montreal, which has 
never been noted for the special features of discomfort that 
are mentioned to the credulous faithful in priestly descrip- 
tions of Purgatory. So we see a priest taking $15 to get a soul 
out of Purgatory without taking any measures to find out 
whether the person had ever gone there. In connection with 
some functions in a New York church soon after Cardinal 
Farley’s death a young man connected with the place told 
the Editor of this Magazine that “we are not sure that the 
Cardinal is in Purgatory at all.” The price of this book is

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PRESENT-DAY PROGRAM OF THE PAPACY 


A writer in “The Literary Digest” (April lst) thinks that 
its more prominent features are peace with Italy, reunion of 
the Roman Church with the Greek and Russian Orthodox 
Churches, and the absorption of the Anglican Church. So far 
as the last-named body is concerned there can be little doubt 
that the large number of clergymen who have been laboring 
for years to promote the submission of the English State 
Church to the Vatican have achieved considerable success in 
their efforts, so far as the lay membership is concerned. The 
“Church Times” is quoted as saying that “the gulf is neither 
so serious or so deep as some on both sides would make out ;” 
also that “Pope Pius XI belongs to the freemasonry of schol- 
ars, and that is always a bond of union.” Pope Leo XIII 
was a scholar of no small distinction, but no Innocent or Boni- 
face was a more outspoken enemy of Protestantism or of “de- 
mocracy,’ as the world in its broad sense is understood by 
both the English and American people. Dr. Maurice Francis 
Egan is quoted as saying that “the Temporal Power was never 
looked on as a necessity to the permanence and growth of a 
church whose essential existence depended entirely on its 
Spiritual qualities.” We doubt if this assertion would meet 
with any approval from any priest of Rome, from a parish rec- 
tor up to the Pope, and the action of Pope Benedict XV in 
summoning the Knights of Columbus to invade Italy for the 
purpose of protecting the people who, in the nature of things, 
must know more about the “spiritual qualities” of the Vati- 
can Church than any other under heaven, was about as con- 
crete a confession of the bankruptcy of his Church as to 
“spiritual things” (as the expression is understood among 
evangelical Protestants) as could well be imagined. It must 
be remembered, in connection with the Vatican desire to 
annex the Greek and Orthodox Churches that there have 
been evidences of a “rapprochement” between the Anglican 
Church (both here and in England) and prominent high 
priests of those bodies, which might greatly add to the diffi- 
culties of the Vatican in Central Europe, where the activities 
of various Protestant bodies and the dissemination of the 
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Scriptures are creating conditions very disquieting to those 
who wish to keep large numbers of people under “the yoke of 
Rome,” who desire a better sort of religion than that which 
has so grievously failed them under the stress of war and its 
aftermath. So far as this country is concerned our view 
is that of “The Christian Century,” which considers the elec- 
tion of Pope Pius XI as “the most daring challenge to Prot- 
estantism since the Reformation,” and thinks that Protes- 
tantism must marshal its forces, “organizing the religion of 
freedom as the Roman Church has organized the religion of 
authority, or the future will be dark for the faith that has 
made the modern world.” 


“BINDING” AND “LOOSING” 


The phrase “binding” and “loosing” meant, in the lan- 
guage of the Jewish schools, declaring what is right and 
what is wrong. If any Master, or Rabbi, or Judge, declared 
a thing to be right or true, he was said to have loosed it; 
if he declared a thing to be wrong or false, he was said to 
have bound it. That this is the original meaning of the 
words has been set at rest beyond possibility of question 
since the decisive quotations given by the most learned 
Hebrew scholars of the seventeenth century. The meaning, 
therefore, of the expressions, as addressed to the first disciples, 
was that, humble as they seemed to be, yet, by virtue of the 
new spiritual life and new spiritual insight which Christ 
brought into the world, their decisions in cases of right and 
wrong would be invested with all and more than all the au- 
thority which had belonged before to the masters of the 
Jewish Assemblies, to the Rulers and Teachers of the Syna- 
gogues. It was the same promise as was expressed in sub- 
stance in those other well-known passages: “It is not ye 
that speak, but the Spirit of my Father which speaketh in 
you.” “He that is spiritual judgeth all things.” “Ye have 
an unction from the Holy One, and ye know all things, and 
need not that any one should teach you.” “The Comforter 


shall lead you into all truth.”—“Christian Institutions,” Dean 
Stanley (p. 119). 
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ARE WISE CATHOLICS APPLYING THE BRAKES? 

“The New York Herald” of March 3lst had a “story” 
about the National Catholic Welfare Council at Washington 
that was as interesting—from a Christ’s Mission point of 
view—as much because of what it did not say as for what it 
did. 

“One of the most prominent laymen” in New York, on 
being asked whether the Council (on the Executive Commit- 
tee of which are all the archbishops in the United States) 
was to be abolished, said: “The National Catholic Welfare 
Council is about to see its program modified and its broad 
activities curtailed. It is about to cease many of its national 
endeavors and dissolve itself from a highly organized na- 
tional body into a circle of more or less loosely connected 
locals, such locals to be made stronger or smaller in accord- 
ance with the demand of the sector in which they are located.” 

The next paragraph said: “The story, considerably more 
in texture than a rumor, had it that the Council was to dis- 
solve by order from Rome; that the Council’s large headquar- 
ters in Washington were to vanish, and that the Pope had 
even placed a ban upon the meeting of the Executive and 
Plenary Committees of the Council scheduled to take place 
in Washington, April 20th.” 

After being told that “for several months a modification 
of the national body has been agitated,” we learn that “nu- 
merous churchmen have let it be known that they consider 
the cost of maintenance ($200,000) excessive,” because almost 
all of the larger educational and social projects for the estab- 
lishment and furtherance of which the Council was organ- 
ized have become realities and are firmly rooted. Therefore, 
they ask, why continue a huge organization that has accom- 
plished its aims? The locals, for which these projects were 
born, can see to their maintenance.” 

We are further informed that another authority declared 
that only the greatest diplomacy and nice balancing has 
averted the rising of more than a tincture of ill feeling be- 
tween certain lay authorities inside the Council and some of 
the members of the Executive and Plenary Committees. While 
such friction did not manifest itself openly it created a con- 
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siderable sentiment in favor of abolishing many of the more 
lucrative salaried positions. Others of the clergy on the com- 
mittees let it be known that they had seen profitless and in- 
efficient duplication of effort. 

The National Catholic Welfare Council is the peace-time 
follow-up of the National Catholic War Council. Its endeav- 
ors have been along social and educational lines, and included 
in its functions are the preservation of the intra-church mo- 
rale and liaison. 

A Rome wireless to the “New York Times” next day said 
that the Vatican denied having condemned the Council, but the 
last paragraph, in referring to “conjectures” as to the origin 
of the report, said: “That it had its rise in criticisms of the 
Council made by some American bishops, and still another is 
that the whole story originated from the opposition of Car- 
dinal O’Connell, who has never thought favorably of the 
service done by the Council, considering it more damaging 
than helpful to the Catholic cause in America.” 


OUR LOST LEADERSHIP 

“The Newark Ledger,” Jan. 14, quotes a paragraph from a 
letter written by ex-President Wilson to Mr. John H. Williams, 
of San Francisco, under date of Jan. 3. In it Mr. Wilson says: 

“You are right in thinking that the United States was en- 
titled to leadership in the League of Nations. Indeed, the coun- 
tries associated with us in the war and the many less powerful 
governments which had benefited by the results of the war had 
already accorded us leadership, and the pity of the failure of the 
Senate to ratify the Treaty of Versailles was not only that the 
nations who took part in the framing of the treaty were denied 
by our act the justice they sought to secure by its terms, but also 
that the United States was deprived of the leadership of the 
world.” 

This has been the chief object of Vatican activities ever 
since the Armistice, and its efforts have been attended with much 
success, to which non-Catholic politicians here have largely con- 
tributed. It must be remembered that while British democracy 
is bad enough, the American brand is much worse, because it 
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stands far more aggressively for universal education and also 
for separation of Church and State. It must also be borne in 
mind that it was the American participation in the war that 
brought to destruction the two empires which intended to restore 
the Temporal Power. The wreck of the Peace Treaty and the 
League of Nations was due chiefly to Vatican intrigue, and the 
same forces worked hard to destroy the work of the Washing- 
ton Conference. American non-Catholic politicians who aided 
the Sinn Fein agitation against Great Britain were actually, if 
ignorantly, taking part in a war against democracy, for, from 
the Vatican viewpoint, the head and front of Britain’s offending 
is not “imperialism,” but its brand of “democracy” and “liberty.” 
Had Britain been a “Catholic” country and King George been a 
monarch with the type of ethical standards of the late Emperor 
Francis Joseph, of Austria, Louis XIV, Louis XV, of France, 
and other typical “Catholic” sovereigns, the people of Ireland 
-so far as the Roman hierarchy was concerned—would never 
have been allowed even to think of starting any insurgency against 
the Crown. But when, after the Armistice, the Vatican was not 
provided with a place at the Peace Conference, the machinery 
was set at work to “ruin” what it could not “rule,” and with na 
small degree of success. Not only that, but the setting of the 
United States against Great Britain and the other Common- 
wealths of the Empire: the setting of the latter against this 
country because of its toleration of active conspiracy against the 
integrity of the Empire in Ireland and India; the creation 
of friction between France and Italy, and the creating of mutual 
antagonism between England and France: all these, and more, 
can be traced at last to the hatred of that Anglo-Saxon brand of 
“democracy” which only exists in any important degree in this 
country and the British Empire. 
As a matter of fact, the actual leadership of the nations by 
the United States would spell the beginning of the end of Papal- 
ism the world over. 


Hope knows no fear, fear knows no hope, 
And earth is heaven to those who trust.

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“ANGLO-SAXONISM AGAIN ” 


We referred last month to the new “All-American” party 
engineered apparently by Sinn Fein haters of everything Eng- 
lish, and citizens of German extraction. Needless to say that 
the Irish wing consists mostly of persons whose highest 
allegiance is placed in Italy, and whose aid in making America 
Catholic can be confidently counted upon by the Roman hier- 
archy. “Issues of To-day” (6 Union Square East, New York) 
appears to embody the views of the German wing of this new 
party. Both the Irish and the German wings seem intensely 
annoyed that the political foundations of this nation were laid 
by English people and embody English ideals. 

In “Issues of To-day” (March 11th) for example is a quo- 
tation from the Milwaukee “Herold,” which says in an article 
about the school books: “It is by no means enough to ward 
off the dangers that menace the independence of the United 
States. It may retain the status of a mere British family quar- 
rel. If we concede that America is a mere sprout of England 
we are still at heart merely colonists, despite an occasional 
feeling of resentment that a member of the British family 
should be abused by an elder brother. As true Americans 
we decline to be counted members of the English family.” An- 
other publication (on which we cannot lay our hand at pres- 
ent) expressed the sentiment that “we must destroy the prin- 
ciple that the United States are England’s lost colonies.” 

The reply to both of these is that the United States are 
England’s lost colonies (at any rate, as far as the original thir- 
teen are concerned) however much citizens of other nation- 
ality may dislike it, and the fact is that such persons as decline to 
be counted (as to nationality) members of the English 
family are also speaking against the facts. The whole system 
of this Government is essentially English—and more than 
that, at that time no other nation (except possibly Holland) 
either preached or practised the doctrines of which it is the 
expression. While the United States is entirely an independ- 
ent nation to-day, and is likely to remain so, it has not ceased 
to be a member of the English family (of nations) any more 
than the eldest son of a family ceases membership in it when 
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he leaves home and goes into business for himself in another 
city or country. 

In the number of March 25th, in an article, ““What Is An 
American?” occurs this: “Away, then, with this overweening, 
paternalistic attitude, which assumes the right and arrogates 
the duty to standardize the varied population of the United 

_»States of America according to English standards.” The sim- 

. ple fact is, that “American” standards ARE English standards, 
because they are those according to which the whole political 
structure was devised and constructed. In other words, the 
more nearly the individual immigrant American approaches 
the standards of real Americanism the closer will he be to those 
of the original English founders of the nation. 


THE BIBLE AS AN EDUCATOR 


[ am beginning to question whether so much education, 
in the sense in which we generally use the word, is necessary 
or even advisable [for a writer]. So few teachers are them- 
selves creators. On account of ill-health and other interruptions, 
I never went to school but seven years in my life. 

On the other hand, from the time [ could read—and [| 
could read at a very early age—I read, omnivorously, every- 
thing upon which I could lay my hands, and [| still do. And 
I had a grandmother who, before I could read, read to me, 
and taught me to recite, pages and pages of the Bible by 
heart. Entirely aside from the spiritual inspiration which 
this gave me—an inspiration which has lasted always— 
it gave me, as I believe it would give any child, a command 
of the English language which pages and pages of rules of 
syntax, carefully taught, could not impart. If I ever “learned 


to write” at all, I got my first lessons when [ was four years 
old at my grandmother’s knee, and by later ones from the 


heavy-laden shelves of my father’s library; from wandering 
about, foot-loose, among the people—yes, and among the hills 
and meadows—of the Connecticut Valley, and, with not much 
more restriction, in a mental sense, all across this continent 
and Europe—Francis C. Keyes, author of “The Career of David 
Noble” in “Brentano’s Book Chat.” 
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OF TWO INVASIONS 


When Cardinal O’Connell was in Rome last March he 
preached in the Church of St. Suzanne, and in a dispatch to 
“The New York Herald” is quoted as saying that the action 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, in opening a Protestant 
College in the Eternal City, was “un-American,” also that it 
was “unauthorized and failed to respect the faith existing 
there.” 

It is not usual for American religious bodies—or commer- 
cial either—to obtain authorization from anyone in the prose- 
cution of the enterprises for which they are formed ; and what- 
ever modification may have recently occurred in the attitude 
of the citizens of Rome toward the Vatican, when the Metho- 
dists went there, Rome was one of the most bitterly anti- 
clerical cities in Italy—the most tangible proof being the con- 
tinued presence of the corpse of Pope Leo XIII in St. Peter’s, 
for fear that its removal to St. John’s Lateran would cause a 
repetition of the attack on the funeral cortege of Pope Pius 
IX, when the casket was stoned and an effort was made to 
throw it into the Tiber. In the “faith” of these particular 
Italians, as shown by their works, there was considerable 
room for improvement. In reply to the Cardinal’s strictures 
it may be said that the Methodist propaganda is all in support 
of the Government and the purely political institutions of the 
nation, whereas the invasion of this country by the priests 
of Rome had as its object the capture of the National Govern- 
ment and the making of America Catholic; in other words, 
to substitute the political doctrines of Popes Pius IX and 
Leo XIII for those of the Founders of this Republic, and to 
place every family under the absolute control of the alien- 
allegianced officials of an alien political institution, using its 
alleged “religion” sometimes as a cloak, and at other times 
as a breastplate. The sentence last quoted asserted that the 
Italians had “had their religion for two thousand years.” As 
to its practical value at the end of that period of time it is 
only necessary to remind our readers of the S O S signal sent 
out by the late Pope Benedict to the Knights of Columbus to 
come and rescue these said Italians—not from Protestantism 


—but from bolshevism, communism and anarchism! 
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THE NEW POLITICAL HYPHENATE PARTY 


One of the most important facts for the average American 
citizen to realize is that the Great War for the Germanization 
(and Papalization) of the world is not over. 

It may be remembered that at the “Horrors-on-the-Rhine” 
meeting in New York for launching a pro-German anti-French 
propaganda campaign, like the previous anti-British campaign 
camouflaged under the guise of a movement for Irish “free- 
dom” Dr. Mythen, one of the Sinn Fein speakers, about a 
year ago invited all citizens of German birth to unite with 
them for the destruction of “Anglo-Saxonism.” 

In its issue of February 20, 1922, the New York “World” 
published a lengthy dispatch from Washington, which began 
thus: “Another Washington conference, this time with the 
intent to mass foreign-born voters into a hyphenate bloc, will 
be held, beginning February 24th. The conference is also de- 
signed to save the country from British domination, for, ac- 
cording to the agenda, British influence is all-powerful with 
the Harding Administration.” 

We were informed further on that Mr. Geo. A. Schreiner, 
the Washington correspondent of the New York “Staats- 
Zeitung,” had issued “secret circulars” for this conference. 
Also that the first sub-division bewailed the indifference of 
Germans to politics and that the influence of the [rish-Ameri- 
can stock has been nil with the Government, and that “there 
is not perceptible in the present administration the least con- 
cern for the wishes or the will of citizenship groups not of 
Anglo-Saxon stock.” According to the agenda, “the Federal 
Government has ceased to be strictly American. It is to- 
day over-burdened with British tendencies of a character 
inimical to the Republic and highly detrimental to the citizen- 
ship of non-Anglo-Saxon stock.” 

Then the agenda goes on to suggest methods of correction, 
‘for instance, unless decided otherwise by compromise, the 
candidate in a political district predominantly peopled by 
citizens of German stock would be of that stock and will be 
given the support of all of the so-called foreign elements 
Scandinavian, Italian or any other.” 
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Article II develops the necessity for forming another politi- 
cal party. The recipients of the invitation are warned against 
joining any of the new party groups already formed. 

It is further set forth that “the fact that the Government 
of the United States is of very poor quality to-day does not 
rest on an inadequacy in the Constitution, but a disregard 
of the fundamental law brought on, on the one hand, by 
an all too active race consciousness of the ruling caste, and on 
the other by the indifference of those who have permitted 
themselves to virtually become a subject race within the 
State.” 

In the New York “Times” next day its Washington corres- 
pondent said that Mr. Schreiner said: “We have no idea of 
forming a third party. Many of the people who will be rep- 
resented have been approached to join a third party, but such 
will not be the purpose of the meeting.” 

In a private letter to a friend Mr. Schreiner himself wrote 
a little later: “The conference in question will deal with 
the formation of a third or new party from the angle of its 
being undoubtedly the most widely discussed subject of the 
day.” 

“The Gallic-American” of March 4th devoted four columns 
to this convention, which included a complete platform deal- 
ing with national and international politics. The following 
are the topics: Treaties before the United States Senate; Re- 
vision of the Treaty of Versailles; Reorganization of our dip- 
lomatic and consular service, National Management and 
Finance (Economic Relations with Europe—Return of Alien 
Property) ; Establishing of Economic Relations; Cost of Gov- 
ernment by Inspection; American History and Sound Nation- 
alism ; Citizenship and Immigration, and Press and Publicity. 

The report of the Committee on Primaries and Elections 
reads thus: 

Whereas, It is the duty of every American to partici- 
pate in all things that make for the independence of our 
country at home and abroad; and 

Whereas, There is a growing tendency fostered by a 
privileged few to depart from the principles of freedom 
and fair play which brought our Republic into being; and 
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Whereas, The privileged few worship at the shrine of 
Imperialism instead of at the altar of true Americanism ; 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That all liberty-loving Americans on Elec- 
tion Day reward. the friends of American freedom and 
punish its enemies. To that end your Committee on Pri- 
maries and Elections recommends, in view of the indiffer- 
ence that is known to exist regarding primaries and gen- 
eral elections that: 

(a) A campaign of education be conducted in every 
section of the country as to our primaries and general 
elections ; and that 

(b) All members of the Conference and others who 
will co-operate use their influence in the conduct of all 
election campaigns; and 

(c) A permanent National Committee be appointed 
on Primaries and Elections, with representations of men 
and women on the committee from every State in the 
Union. 

The National Officers and National Directors number 32. 
The former are: President, John J. Splain (Conn.) ; Vice-presi- 
dents, Emil H. Steiger (Wis.); Dr. John M. Murphy (Ill.); 
Julius T. Muench (Mo.); National Treasurer, John A. Mc- 
Garry (Ill.), and National Secretary, George A. Schreiner 
(N. Y.). Among the National Directors are Judge Daniel A. 
Cohalan (N. Y.); Dr. Mythen (N. Y.), (mentioned above), 
and four ladies. 

And in connection with this political development, it is 
worth while to remember that three months before the Armis- 
tice, in the London “Daily Telegraph,” August 19, 20 and 21, 
1918, there appeared three articles of about two columns each 
supplied “from a well-accredited Roman source” dealing 
with the attitude of the Vatican during the war. In the last 
of these, which referred more particularly to the attitude of 
the Vatican towards Great Britain occurs this paragraph: 

“German intrigue will be waiting on the doorstep of 
the Vatican, German missionaries will be crowding up 
the gangways of their ships to spread their Germanism 

the world over, there will be German priests for Poland, 
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the Slav States, everywhere where we want liberty. We 
have only to antagonize the Vatican, and they will have 
full play to do their part towards the Germanization of the 
world, in preparation, it may be, for the next ‘Day.’” (lItal- 
ics ours. ) 

A little lower the writer advises England to study statis- 
tics, “the millions of Catholics and the thousands of, their 
ministers, controlled from this one centre with an authority 
which, if it is fully exercised, is enormously powerful.” 

The formation of this new hyphenate party, avowedly or- 
ganized to obtain political control of this country may be taken 
—especially when the personnel of its leaders is considered 
—as an extension of the fulfilment of this threat to the case of 
the United States as well as Great Britain. 

The aid of Senators Borah, Reed and Gore has been en- 
listed. It may be noted that in the efforts being made to 
destroy the American dye industry (on which our national 
safety depends in case of war, so far as chemicals are con- 
cerned) Senator Reed is taking a leading part. It is also a 
coincidence that recently he acted as counsel for Joseph 
Pelletier, the prominent Knights of Columbus District Attor- 
ney lately removed from the employ of the State of Massa- 
chusetts because of malfeasance in office. 

The United States seems likely to pay a heavy penalty 
for its indifference to the development of the Papal Peril. 

In Holland and in Italy the vassals of the Vatican con- 
trol the national legislatures, and therefore the Governments 
of those countries by means of the organized bloc, and it seems 
likely that we shall see the same thing in Washington next 
Fall, unless a large percentage of the non-Catholic body 
politic takes active and effective measures to prevent it. 

The issue of “Drug and Chemical Markets,” March 29th, 
contained an article which quoted an address recently de- 
livered by Dr. C. Duisberg, general director of Fried, Bayer 


& Co., one of the large dye and chemical manufacturing 
houses that make up the German Cartel, before the Society 
for the Protection of the German Chemical Industry. In a 
report of the address published in the “Deutsche Farber 
Zeitung” occurs this paragraph: 
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“Who saps the fountain of the German chemical industry 
condemns our people to starvation A starving Germany 
would matter nothing to England, which, during the war, 
smiled coldly over the death of millions of old people and 
children. That must be held against her for generations. And 
we must train our children, our grandchildren and our great 
grandchildren to sing ‘Gott strafe England.’ ” 


No great surprise need be felt at the existence of this 
feeling towards Great Britain, but the American people will 
do well to bear in mind that while the German-American 
bodies that are combining to create an avowedly hyphenate 
party may not entertain the same feeling against this nation 
on this particular ground, they do not forget that it was to 
our army and to our resources that the fall of the Empire 
was, in the last analysis, due. It must also be remembered 
that—as a race—the German people has, for several gener- 
ations been brought up to believe in the autocracy of the 
Crown or the Emperor, just as the Irish people, as a race, 
have been brought up to believe in the autocracy of the Vati- 
can. The most prominent features of the “Anglo-Saxonism” 
so bitterly hated by both are: 

1. The Right of Private Judgment in Politics. 

2. The Right of Private Judgment in Religion. 

And, with many individual exceptions in both of the main 
wings of this new party, the realization of their program 
will mean the rule of the priest exercised through autocratic 
bosses or operators of political machines, and realizing the 
ideal set forth in the Bull “Unam Sanctam,” of Pope Boniface 
VIII “the sword of Kings and Princes being wielded at the 
will and suffrance of the priest.” Which may God forbid! 

On March 26th Mayor Hylan, of New York, made a speech 
in Chicago at a Knights of Columbus dinner, and most of its 
salient sentences expressed the content of most of the pro- 
gram of the new hyphenate party. 

As this party stands for Prussianism and Papalism an 
appropriate emblem for it would be the Prussian double- 
headed eagle surmounted by the Papal tiara, with the motto, 
“Amerika Uber Alles.” 
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
